SUSPECT IN PURSE 
SNATCHING JAILED 


A motion for a rehearing before 
the Supreme Court of Missouri, In 
the case of Lawrence Mabry, Seda­ 
lia youth sentenced to be hanged 
January 31. has been filed by his 
attorney, H. K. Bente. 
Should this motion not be passed 
on before the 31st of January, the 
date set for the execution, the su­ 
preme court will probably issue an 
order postponing the execution un­ 
til such time as the court has tak­ 
en action. 
Should the rehearing be denied 
Mr. Bente will then proceed to ask 
Gov ernor Henry S. 
Caulfield 
to 
change the death sentence to life 
imprisonment. 
Mabry and Ellis 
Collins 
were 
found guilty of the murder of Wil­ 
liam Busch in an attempted holdup 
February 4, 1928. 
In 
confessions 
made by both youths it was stated 
Mabry fired the shot. These con­ 
fessions were later repudiated. Ma­ 
bry was found guilty by a Cooper 
county court and 
sentenced 
to 
death and Collins was found guilty 
by a Saline county court and giv en 
life imprisonment.

ONE BELIEVED DEAD 
IN AN EXPLOSION

Fiv e escaped unhurt.

taken to a hospital, where Thomas 
Konlaslz, 49, is expected to die of 
a skull fracture. 
Leo Serfin was 
missing. 
Rescuers began to dig 
into the ruins in search of his 
body.

EIGHT DEPUTY 
SHERIFFS FREED 
AT STRIKE TRIAL 


Charg es Grew Out o f Fir­ 
ing Into Mo b in Which 
Six Were Killed

BUNRNSVILLE, N. C., Dec. 21.— 
Eight McDowell county deputy sher­ 
iffs who fought a battle with a 
strike mob at the gate of a Marion 
cotton mill October 2nd., tonight 
stood free of all charges growing 
out of the death of six strikers. 
The deputies—Webb Fender, Rob- 
€U’t Ward, 
Charles 
Tate, 
Taylor 
Greene, 
William 
Twiggs, 
James 
Ow’ens, Broadus Bobbins and Dav e 
Jarrett—were acquitted of a second 
degree murder charge by a Yancey 
county jurj" w’hich deliberated ov er 
the 
case slightly more than 22 
hours. 
The men w’ere accused of hav ing 
deliberately fired into 
a milling 
mass of strikers and strike symp­ 
athizers who gathered at the gate 
of Marion Manufacturing company 
cotton mill the morning of October 
2 in an effort to prev ent employes 
from entering the mill. 
A strike 
had been called unexpectedly at 
one o’clock that morning. 
The deputies claimed some one 
in the crow’d fired a number of 
shots tow’ard them and produced 
w'itnesses who gav e names of men 
alleged to hav e fired. 
The 
strikers 
and 
sympathizers 
claimed this w’as not true, the men 
named as firing all w’ere killed in 
the battle, which started after al­ 
leged threats had caused Sheriff 
Oscar Adkins of McDow’ell county 
to release tear gas. 
The difficulties at Marion started 
last June when a strike w’as called 
at the Clinchfield mill. 
A short 
time later the Marion mill a mile 
distant, 
became 
inv olv ed. 
Ther© 
W’ere riots and fights w’hen efforts 
were made to take workers into the 
Marion mill. 
President Baldw'in of the company 
and a number of others w’ere in­ 
jured. 
Later there was a serious 
riot when strikers carried the fur­ 
niture of a new employe 
of 
the 
Clinchfield mill out of a company 
house and dumped 
it 
into 
the 
road. 
Troops W’ere called and remained 
on duty sev eral w’eeks.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Reten­ 
tion of the battleship as the key­ 
stone of the American nav al fleet 
will be a policy of the American 
delegation to the London nav al con­ 
ference next month. 
Secretary Stimson 
said 
today 
that he was one of those who be­ 
liev ed that capital ships were still 
the core of a fighting sea fleet, 
but that the United States would 
approv e a reduction in capital ships 
in the ev ent this was agreeable to 
the other sea powers, great Britan, 
Japan, France and Italy. 
Although Stimson did not go Into 
details regarding the method to at­ 
tain reduction in this category of 
v essels which the United States 
would support, it was the impres­ 
sion in official circles that the 
United States would fav or the Japa­ 
nese desire for a postponement of 
replacements until 1936. 
Former Premier Reijiro Wakat- 
sukl, chief Japanese delegation to 
the conference, disclosed after leav ­ 
ing Washington where the Japa­ 
nese 
delegates 
conferred 
with 
American officials this week that 
Japan w’ould back a proposal at 
the conference for a complete holi­ 
day in 
replacements 
of 
capital 
ships, as prov ided in the Washing­ 
ton arms treaty. 
Another method for reduction In 
capital ships would be by an ex­ 
tension of their age-limit from 20 
to 25 years and a reduction in the 
tonnage limit, now 35,000 tons, as 
approv ed In the Washington treaty, 
to 25,000 tons. 
This method, how­ 
ev er, would not hav e to be con­ 
sidered in the ev ent that Japanese 
plan for a building holiday were 
adopted at the conference. 
In that 
case, no ships would hav e to be 
built before 
1936, when another 
conference will meet to consider 
again the disarmament question. 
Commenting on the French de­ 
sires to hav e the work of the Lon­ 
don conference closely linked with 
the League of Nations, Stimson ex­ 
plained that it has been a policy 
of the American gov ernment that 
American nav al problems are sep­ 
arate 
and 
distinct 
from 
the 
league. He said that a reduction in 
sea forces was hoped for a result 
of the conference, in order to ful­ 
fill the purpose 
of

parley, 
which he described as the elimina- 
|tion of international friction by the 
halting of competition

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 21. 
—The Missouri Highway Commis­ 
sion has laid out a road construc­ 
tion program totalling $30,000,000 
Chief Highway Engineer T. H. Cut­ 
ler said today. 
It is the largest annual program 
outlined by the department since 
activ e construction of the present 
state system started in 1921. 
The program includes $23,000,000 
for primary and secondary road 
construction, $3,000,000 for widen­

DEATH PENALÜ 
FOR A TORTURER 
OF GIRL SOUGHT 


Judge Refused to Accept 
“Guilty ” Plea For a 
Life Sentence

Dorothy Van Camp, neighbor school

beneath 
the garage at his home. 
Arnold, former street car motor- 
man and student of “ personal mag­ 
netism’* was arraigned today and 
held without bond for 
trial. 
His 
plans for entering a plea of guilty 
in return for a life sentence were 
frustrated by Circuit J udge A. S. 
Ly on, who warned he would be 
sentenced to hang if 
he 
pleaded 
guilty . 
“ You would be better off under 
the sod than on it,” J udge Ly on 
said. 
The county prosecutor announced 
that he would ask the death penalty 
at Arnold's trial. 
J erry Van Camp, father of the girl, 
attempted to administer summary 
justice to the attacker of his daugh­ 
ter. Van Camp wrested a rev olv er 
from a policeman and tried to shoot 
Arnold but was disarmed. 
Meanwhile police were making a 
thorough 
search 
of 
the 
Arnold 
premises on the theory that he may 
hav e abducted other children, at­ 
tacked 
them 
and 
burled - their 
bodies. 
Dorothy Van Camp was rescued 
y esterday from the secret chamber 
under Arnold's garage after police 
became suspicious and dug up the 
flooring. The child was found chain­ 
ed to a bed. She had been assaulted 
and beaten and was suffering from 
cold and lack of food. 
Arnold in his confession said he 
dug the cav ern sev eral y ears ago 
so he could hav e absolute quiet in 
his study of “ personal magnetism” 
by which he ex pected to become 
able to impose his will on others. 


At the time, he said, his home was 
too noisy because of his wife and 
three children. He has since been 
div orced and has been liv ing alonw^ 
recently .

NEW FORTIFICATIONS 
FOR THE FRENCH 


By The Asso ciated Press. 
METZ, France, Deo. 21.—A con­ 
tinuous barrage of fire from the 
Swiss to the Belgian frontiers, pro­ 
tecting Alsace-Lorraine against sur­ 
prise invasion, is the way the new 
French fortifications were describ­ 
ed by Deputy Desire Ferry, member 
of the parliamentary army commis­ 
sion, in a speech here. 
Machine guns in concealed pits 
every 150 yards are said to be the 
back bone of France’s new line of 
defense. 
“It is no longer a question of 
sink ing billions of francs in obso­ 
lete fortifications which cannot re­ 
sist more than a few hours to the 
fire of modern guns,” Deputy Ferry 
said. 
Owing to what is believed to be 
the legitimate anxiety of eastern 
France at the moment when the 
troops of occupation in the Rhine­ 
land were retiring behind the fron­ 
tier of 18 15, the army committee 
of the chamber of deputies had 
ask ed M. Ferry to mak e an inves­ 
tigation. 
“The line of defense will protect 
Metz, Thionville and Strasburg and 
the metal ore districts and permit 
defensive mobilization to proceed 
unhampered,” Ferry told the com­ 
mission. 
“The new fortifications are per­ 
fectly adapted to modern warfare 
and will bear not the slightest re­ 
semblance to pre-19 14 forts. Every 
thing to 
protect 
the 
defensive 
troops from shell fire and gas Is 
being employed and recent experi­ 
ments have given the most convinc­ 
ing results. 
“I have acquired the certainty 
that in five years when the line is 
completed our frontier will be de­ 
fended by a barrage of fire capable 
of break ing up all attack s.” 
Although the deepest secrecy is 
maintained, it is learned from re­ 
liable military quarters that sub­ 
terranean trenches, fortified 
with 
armored cement and camouflaged 
against airplane scouting, form the 
basic principle of the work . Parlia­ 
ment has appropriated for it |200,- 
000,000, distributed over a period 
of five years.

nomic p rov isions.’’ 
The statement 
reiterates 
the 
organization’s

claration that “there has not been 
a su fficiently comp lete su rv ey of 
the whole scheme of rev enu e and 
d isbu rsements in this state u p on 
which to base a fair and eq u itable 
d istribu tion of the bu rd en of tax a 
tion,” and that the commission’s 
p lan is d iscriminatory . 
“Mr. Gary , by his statement that 
the d irectors 
of the 
association 
‘wou ld not be eligible to become 
ju rors In the simp lest lawsu it be­ 
cau se they rep resent sp ecial inter­ 
ests,’ seems to assu me the p reroga­ 
tiv e of sole ju d ge and final arbiter 
as to the right of tax p ay ers v itally 
affected by his p lan of financing 
the need s of the state, to ex p ress 
their v iews or to p rop ose constru e 
tiv e su bstitu tions. 
“We d o not agree with the id ea 
that any p lan no matter*how p er­ 
fect it may seem to its au thor, 
merits ad op tion u nless those called 
u p on to p ay a great p rop ortion of 
the cost are afford ed the op p ortu n­ 
ity to comment u p on its fu nd amen­ 
tals, if in the Interest of the whole 
p lan they d eem It ad v isable to su g­ 
gest changes in certain u neconomic 
p rov isions.

Desmond Tay lor, noted motion p ic­ 
tu re d irector, which has lain u n­ 
solv ed for sev en y ears, was d is­ 
closed by District Attorney Bu ron 
Fitts tod ay with the assertion that 
only one more link is need ed to 
p av e the way to ind ictment of the 
killer. 
The rev elation was mad e after 
the p rosecu tor had read newsp ap er 
d isp atches from San Francisco In 
which former gov ernor Friend W. 
Richard son was q u oted as say ing 
he p ossessed p roof that the slay ing 
was committed by an actress. 
Richard son was cred ited with the 
statement that his information came 
from an ex -conv ict of Folsom p eni­ 
tentiary who was p aroled and is 
believ ed to be in Mex ico. The man 
was not named , bu t the assertion 
brou ght the comment from Fitts 
that: “I know all abou t the testi­ 
mony of Clay ton 
Rochester. . It 
d id n’t hav e any thing to d o with the 
William Desmond Tay lor case.” 
Prefacing 
his 
d isclosu res 
with 
the ex p lanation that names and 
p ertinent clu es cannot be rev ealed 
y et, Fittg said : 
“We 
hav e 
reconstru cted 
the 
scene of the killing. We hav e bu ilt 
u p a p erfect case with only one 
p ossible connecting link to be fill­ 
ed . Since last Febru ary , three of 
my most cap able inv estigators hav e 
been searching Holly wood for clu es 
to the slay er, bu t I cannot rev eal 
the natu re. Its d iscov ery will bring 
the Ind ictment of the resp onsible 
p erson.” 
Fitts Intimated that the last clu e 
has 
necessitated 
a 
cou ntry wid e 
search. At the time of the original 
inq u iry into the killing, the only 
p erson p olice were u nable to locate 
for interrogation was Ed ward Sand s 
v alet-secretary to Tay lor, who has 
nev er been fou nd and u p on whom 
they p laced resp onsibility for the 
fatal shooting. 
Richard son was q u oted as say ing 
that he offered his ev id ence to the 
grand ju ry here shortly after the 
killing and d u ring the time when 
Asa Key es was d istrict attorney , 
bu t that it was refu sed with the 
ex p lanation that before the su sp ect 
cou ld be tried , imp ortant witnesses 
wou ld be “sp irited away , bribed or 
mu rd ered .” 
Key es, who is in jail here p end ing 
ou tcome of his ap p eal on his con­ 
v iction last Febru ary of bribery in 
connection with the p rosecu tion of 
the p romoters of the Ju lian Petrol­ 
eu m frau d s, cou ld not be reached 
for a statement at the moment. 
Miss Mabel Normand and Miss 
Mary Miles Minter were the p rin­ 
cip al actresses q u estioned at the 
time of the slay ing of Tay lor the 
night of Fehrary 1, 1922.

But 
on the other hand it has written into the 
bill hundreds of increases on manufactur­ 
ed products which the farmer uses, thus 
not relieving him, but adding to his cost 
of living if these rates become effective,

SPEEDING AND LIFE INSURANCE 


Some life insurance policies—and pos­ 
sibly some accident policies, as well- 
specifically exempt the companies from 
all oblig ations, in the event the persons 
insured are killed or injured w^hile com­ 
mitting crimes. 
The supreme court of a western state 
has just held that driving an automobile 
at an illeg al speed rates as one of the 
crimes that void an insurance policy of 
this ty pe, the Minneapolis J ournal say s. 
The insured was speeding his car above 
the leg al limit when killed in an accident. 
The insurance company resisted pay ment 
of the claim on the g round that the crime 
of speeding voided the policy . The trial 
court ruled ag ainst the company , but the 
state supreme court has now reversed the 
trial court, holding that the claim need 
not be paid. 
In view' of this decision, drivers of 
motor cars every where would do well to 
examine carefully their insurance policies 
when next tempted to speed their automo­ 
biles, or to violate in any other w^ay the 
traffic laws. 
The recent decision, of 
course, holds g ood only in the state in 
which it was made. But it sets a preced­ 
ent, and courts of other states may be 
g uided by it. 
Should courts every where beg in hold­ 
ing that violations of traffic laws are 
crimes within the meaning of the crime 
clauses written into many insurance poli­ 
cies, then the heirs of the driver felled 
by a police bullet while fleeing from the 
scene of an accident would lose their in­ 
surance money , in the same way the heirs 
of a driver killed while speeding would 
lose theirs. 
So w^ould the heirs of the 
drunken driver, 
and 
the heirs of the 
plung ing to his death ag ainst the warn­ 
ing of a stop sig n.

EGGS IN W INTER 


Scratch Feed Is Scattered in 
L itter Previou s Night. 


Eg g production can be profitably 
increased 
during winter months 
throug h the use of artificial lig ht­ 
ing , sug g ests O. O. Ufford, ex ten­ 
sion pouitry man for the Colorado 
Ag ricultural colleg e. 
“ Hens normally lay the most 
eg g s In the spring and early sum­ 
mer when there Is the g reatest 
amount of day lig ht,” Mr. Ufford 
declares. 
“ It has been found that 
by prolong ing the period of lig ht 
during winter day s a hig her av er­ 
ag e eg g production will be ob­ 
tained than when artificial lig ht Is 
not used.” 
There are three methods of arti­ 
ficially lig hting the henhouse by 
the use of an automatic clock. 
Probably the most popular method 
is that of turning on the lig hts be­ 
tween 4 and 5 a. m. and keeping 
them on until day lig ht The morn­ 
ing scratch feed is scattered In the 
Utter the nig ht before. 
Sometimes 
a 
combination 
of 
morning and ev ening lig hts Is used, 
the ev ening lig hts being turned on 
about 4 p. m., when the birds are 
sent to roost by automatically dim­ 
ming the lig hts before they are en­ 
tirely turned off. 
The lig hts are 
turned on ag ain by the clock early 
in the morning . 
The ev ening lunch method per­ 
mits the birds to g o to roost at the 
reg ular time, but arouses them 
when the lig hts are turned on about 
8 p. m., when a feed of g rain la 
scattered in the litter. This bring s 
the birds off the roosts for about 
an hour for g rain, mash and water, 
and then they are sent back to 
roost by the use of dimmers. This 
lunch 
prev ents 
them 
becoming 
hung ry during the winter nig hts and 
enables them to better resist cold 
weather. 


M ash for W inter Eggs 
Favored by Specialist 
With a 50 per cent production for 
y oung stock as a practical econom­ 
ical limit for their production, J . 
B. Hay es, poultry specialist at the 
Univ ersity of Wisconsin, adv ises 
that careful feeding should attend 
their introduction into the class of 
producers. 
“ Forcing ,” he declares, “ should 
not be attempted on y oung stock, 
nor should it be ex pected of them 
that production on top of early ma­ 
turity g ained from forcing will be 
the best for flock production.” 
For poultry stock which is In 
condition to be forced, such as pul­ 
lets that are well along to maturity , 
and hens that hav e fully recov ered 
from their molt and are ag ain in 
g ood condition, increased feeding 
during the winter months Is a g ood 
way to bring up productipn of the 
flock. 
One of the best of rations 
for the flock to bring them to bet­ 
ter production is this one: 
Scratch Feed Mix ture: Cracked 
corn, 2 pounds; wheat, 2 pounds; 
oats, 1 pound. 
Mash: Bran, 100 pounds; wheat 
meddling s, 100 pounds; g round oats, 
100 pounds; oil meal, 50 pounds; 
salt, 3 pounds. 
Practices in feeding that hav e 
been found to be the best, accord­ 
ing -to-ikiy 6flr4» € l« de the feeding of 
g rain in two or three portions dur­ 
ing the day . The mash Is the true 
“ forcer” of the feed for the flock. 


Su nlight Is Im portant 
as Sou rce of V itam ine D 
Sunlig ht is without an equal to 
furnish the necessary v itamine D 
to iay ing hens, say s Prof. J . B. 
Doug herty of the poultry husbandry 
div ision of the Univ ersity of Cali­ 
fornia. 
While it Is more v aluable than 
any other ag ency , say s Doug herty , 
the quartz mercury v apor lamp will 
g iv e g ood results, and where sun­ 
lig ht is not av ailable, it may be 
used. 
Either sunlig ht or the lamp ex cel 
cod-IIv er oil in this respect, al­ 
thoug h where sunlig ht Is lacking 
and the quartz mercury v apor lamp 
is not av ailable, the cod-liv er oil 
will be far better than nothing . 
“ Sunlig ht 1,5 cheap where It la 
at all av ailable,” say s Professor 
Doug herty , “ and where It Is possi­ 
ble poultry should be ex posed to 
the direct ray s of the sun as much 
as possible.” 


W atch Shipping Day s to 
G et H igher H en Prices 
“ There Is a rig ht time to ship 
poultry . Shipment should be made 
so it will reach the market Tues­ 
day , Wednesday , or Thursday , ac­ 
cording to observ ’ations by many 
ex perienced shippers. 
The market 
is often ov erloaded toward the end 
of the week, resulting in selling at 
reduced prices to av oid a carry ­ 
ov er to the nex t week,” say s W. D. 
Termohlen of Iowa State colleg e. 
It is also a smart plan to com­ 
pare local prices with terminal mar­ 
ket prices because, In many cases, 
the difference Is not worth the ex ­ 
tra costs connected with shipping . 


Fowls for B reeding 
It Is time to make the breeding 
pens. 
Select y our best hens and 
confine them in small flocks from 
12 to 20, according to the breed, 
and place a g ood male in each pen. 
Hav e the hens in each pen as near 
alike as possible. 
If a number of 
males are allowed to run with a 
larg e flock y ou can nev er tell what 
the chicks will be when y ou select 
the eg g s for hatching . 
Promiscu­ 
ous breeding , ev en for utility stock, 
is » ev er satisfactory for a profit­ 
able flcAk.

RADIO

An intresting report recently is­ 
sued by the eng ineering department 
of the Arcturus Radio Tube Com­

In the first fren zied effort of on e of 
the major compan ies, an importan t 
elemen t of the story was a phobia 
again st irritatin g n oises held by on e 
of its chief characters, the wealthy 
u n cle of the hero. He was su bject 
to fits of v olcan ic wrath, In du ced by 
the raspin g of a chair-leg again st the 
floor, the hiss of a radiator, the grate 
of a file on metal. 
The script called for all these 
n oises, 
amon g others. 
“Natu ral 
props," i.e., the actu al articles photo­ 
graphed in the film, were u sed to 
produ ce the tequ ired sou n d effects. 
The resu lts were u n con v in cin g, bu t 
passable. Thin gs progressed to the 
poin t where ex terior v iews were re­ 
qu ired an d the compan y wen t on

location , 
far back in the hlllt. 
The first “prop bu sin ess" called for 
in the script in the location sequ en ce 
was a squ eak y shoe. To fit them for 
their part id the dfama, a n ew pair 
of cheap shoes was soak ed in water 
an d left ou tdoors all n ight. 
The 
theory was that they wou ld be su ffi­ 
cien tly rheu matic In the morn in g to 
u tter 
striden t 
complain ts 
when 
walk ed in the n ex t day . 
The shoes, howev er, demon strated 
their loy alty to the silen t screen 
drama by doihg their stu ff withou t a 
squ awk . 
Ev ery male shoe in the 
compan y was can v assed an d all re­ 
fu sed to mak e an au dible protest to 
bein g worn by a mov ie actor. Here 
was a situ ation deman din g in gen u ity . 
After lon g an d profan e ex perimen - 
tatiorf, it was fou n d that two pieces 
of ru bber rain coat, moisten ed appro­ 
priately an d ru bbed together by two 
ex tras, wou ld produ ce a sou n d re­ 
motely lik e a squ eak in g shoe. The 
day was sav ed, momen tarily . 
The n ex t crisis was reached when 
a bu n ch of pestilen tial children was 
su pposed to rock the au tomobile in 
which the choleric u n cle was n ap­ 
pin g. 
Deliberate efforts had been 
made to ren der the sprin gs an d body 
join ts au dible, bu t n ot a peep, wou ld 
they emit After the car. a moder­ 
ately old an d worn on e of a stan dard 
mak e, had been bu ffeted abou t for 
sev eral hou rs, it was discov ered by 
a bright assistan t cameraman that it 
was equ ipped with an all-steel body 
an d ball-bearin g sprin g shack les, 
which are design ed to giv e the car 
perfect ridin g qu alities an d to elimi­ 


n ate ju st su ch n oises regardless of the 
age of the car. All the v iolen t rock ­ 
in g of the car had serv ed on ly to lu ll 
Old Un cle Character Actor in to deep, 
u n trou bled sleep.

arsen al today is n ot complete withou t 
a v acu u m clean er, u sed for airplan e 
propellers, au tomobile motors, etc.; 
a washtu b or sheet of galv an ized tin 
for distan t gu n fire or thu n der; a tau t 
leather sheet an d a rattan whip, for 
n earby gu n shots; medicin e phials for 
whistles an d cocoan u t shells for 
horses’ hoofs. Horses which appear 
in sou n d scen es are ru bber shod, for 
the simple reason that horses’ hoofs 
in actu ality don ’t sou n d the way y ou r 
ev er-train ed eardru ms thin k they 
shou ld.

The 
‘dirty work’ is done by the small 
members of the company who must 
tell all we need to know about 
the more Important characters in 
the play before they enter. Many 
dramatists write the first act of 
a play at least a dozen times before 
they get the plot established con­ 
vincingly. 
“ On the screen the things that 
happen off stage, one is able to 
show them. In a play a man might 
say: ‘I met a lady at the postoffice 
and she forced her -way Into the 
taxi and came home with me.’ On 
the screen that line would make 
perhaps five scenes: meeting Ihe
